I gav e it to him and 
he tripped on all unconscious of what 
had befallen me. 
The moment he 
appeared he was receiv ed with such a 
shout that he nearly fell down in a 
fright. 
They laughed till they cried, 
and the company caught the infection 
and kept it up till poor Ed was ready 
to run off the stage in chagrin. 
He 
thought he must hav e put on the suit 
wrong, and he ex amined it all ov er, 
they roaring louder the more he looked 
for the cause. 
I pev er knew” how he 
got through the scene, but he wouldn’t 
speak to me for weeks afterw ard. 
‘Years ago, when Harry Langdon was 
play ing in the ‘Cataract of the Ganges’ 
in Philadelphia, the management bor­ 
rowed sev eral elephants from a circus 
for use in the play . 
One of these—a 
trained animal—w as supposed to strike 
off the chains which bound Langdon to 
a huge pillar, presumably stone, and 
supposed to weigh ov er a hundred tons, 
but really of pasteboard and v ery light. 
The first tw’o or three nights all went 
well and the effect was startling and real­ 
istic, but one ev ening the animal became 
enraged at his keeper and charged upon 
the stage, bellowing and thrashing his 
trunk angrily about. 
He caught sight 
of the actor and made a rush for him, 
but Langdon gav e a y ell, and with the 
ex clamation, ‘No elephant can release 
me to-night,’ he sprang across the foot­ 
lights, pillar, chains and all, and ran up 
the main aisle. 
They put on another 
play nex t week.” —Chica g o News. 


Jo e Jefferso n a t Ilo tne. 


A well-known New York artist, who 
w as recently a v isitor at J oe J efferson’s 
plantation in Louisiana, giv es some in 
teresting descriptions of how the great 
actor paints. 
“ Mr. J efferson, he said, 
“ is a perfect enthusiast in regard to 
painting and painters.

had but a few lessons in his life, and a 
good many of his pictures show crude

to­ 
gether in his trav els in Europe anti 
America. 
Bric-a-brac and porcelains 
in the most reckless profusion. 
He has 
a clear idea of what art is, and what is 
beautiful, and knows a g*x >d thing when 
he sees it. 
Among the curiosities is a 
palette on which the famous artist Co­ 
rot one© worked, and other v aluable 
mementos 
of the great 
European 
painters, which Mr. J efferson picked 
up at foreign auctions. 
In one corner 
of the studio stands an enormous cabi­ 
net full of drawers. 
Each drawer con­ 
tains about a hundred tubes of paint, 
representing the different colors. IV lien 
Mr. J efferson is at work on a picture he 
lifts a serv ant bring a tin plate, on which 
the tube of paint is squeezed of the re­ 
quired shade, for he nev er uses a pal­ 
ette. 
When he has used the tints the 
plute is cleaned off and the contents of 
another tube made ready . Ho he keeps 
the serv ant busy for hours cleaning off 
the tin plates and wasting pounds of 
paint by this nov el arrangement; but 
he can afford it, that is one comfort. 
Mr. J efferson enjoy s his work, and finds 
it a great rest from the worries of the 
stage. 
He is at present working on 
some huge pictures with life-size figures, 
which he has just mapped out, though 
he knows he can paint better from still 
life than any thing else.” — Chica g o

E le p h a n t» . 


There are two kinds of elephant, tlie 
African and Asian. 
The former is sel­ 
dom domesticated, but is liifhted down 
and killed for the sake of his tusks, 
which are larger and heav ier than those 
of 
his 
Asiatic 
relation. 
All ov er 
Southern Asia, with the sole ex ception 
of Arabia, the elephant is found; but 
the home the animal delights in is the 
hot, moist, swampy forests of India 
and Burmali. 
They are great trav elers, 
and hav e been encountered on moun­ 
tain-tops ev en as high as 7 ,000 feet 
abov e the sea; the herds contain from 
twenty to fifty , but in fav orably situated 
countries 100 hav e been found liv ing to­ 
gether. 
Each 
herd 
is led by the 
strongest and largest bull, who leads it 
through the jungles. 
It takes about four months to tame a 
full-grown wild elephant; but he, or 
she, is not trusted alone for a y ear for 
fear it might run away , but the calv es 
giv e no trouble and soon become great 
pets, coming up to the house for fruit, 
biscuits, and sugar-cane. But it does not 
do to let the little creatures see where 
y ou keep those goodies, for I had a pet 
baby elephant who found out that the 
fruit was kept in a large earthen jar 
four feet in height, on top of which the 
filter and tumblers were placed, and 
one day , when he thought no one was 
looking, the cunning little thief stole 
into the room, and tilting ev ery thing 
off the jar ov er onto the ground, seized 
a large bunch of bananas in his tiny 
trunk and ran away to his mother, who 
was too dangerous to go near, she hav ­ 
ing been only a few months caught. 
The impudent little creature, while 
eating his ill-gotten prize, kept peep­ 
ing out between the old lady ’s forelegs 
with his head on one side, apparently 
to see what I thought of his prowess. 
As he grew up he was put to drag a 
small cart, and unless carefully watched 
would gradually edge the cart to the 
side of the road and topple the contents 
into the ditch. 
One v ery bad trick he 
had when loose was to hide in the 
jungle when he heard any one riding 
toward the house, and as they came 
close he would bring his trunk down 
on the earth with such a bang that sev ­ 
eral v isitors were thrown from their 
ponies, and ev ery one had to keep a 
sharp lookout. 
With all his fun there 
was nothing v icious about him, and 
children could get on his back and play 
with him. 
To me he was most affec­ 
tionate, and I hav e often awoke from 
my afternoon nap to find him standing 
alongside my grass hammock lightly 
feeling me all ov er with his trunk. 
Elephants are ex tremely useful, and 
when kindly treated are docile and 
tractable; but they hav e good memories 
and recollect injuries quite as well as 
kindness, seldom failing to retaliate 
upon those who behav e cruelly to them, 
though the chance of rev enge may not 
occur lor months and y ears. 
You, no doubt, hav e read the story 
of the Arabian tailor who pricked an 
elephant with his needle as he put his 
trunk in at the shop window as he 
passed on his way to the daily bath in 
the riv er, and who, filling his trunk 
with dirty water, spouted it ov er his 
tormentor as he returned. 
This is a 


v ery common way the« © animals hav « 
of pay ing off old scores, and should 
there l» e no water at hand they will fill 
the trunk with ashes or dust, suddenly 
blowing it ov er those who hav e of­ 
fended them. 
The trunk is nev er used for striking, 
and, in fact, when any danger is threat­ 
ened is coiled close up for protection; 
but when angry the elephant will catch 
up a clod of earth, a stone, a log of 
wood, and throw it with great force, or 
they will break off the branch of a tree 
and make use of it as a club, or as a fan 
to brush flies away . 
At the tip of the 
trunk there is a projection like a fingert 
and, large as the great beast looks, he 
ran pick up a thimble w ith just as much 
ease as a log of wood or any similar 
large object. 
The tusks are the main weapons of 
defense, and among the tame males it 
is usual to saw off the points, so that in 
case of a fight the combatants cannot 
gore one another. 
At Rangoon, in 
Burmah, an old elephant named Rajah 
is kept whose tusks hav e not been cut, 
as he acts as kind of a schoolmaster to 
the other animals, of whom a large 
number are employ ed there. 
It is sometimes necessary there to 
pnt elephants on to rafts, and many of 
them object to this, not liking the shak­ 
ing and unsteadiness. 
When one re­ 
fuses Rajah is called, and comes rush­ 
ing up behind, trumpeting loudly . The 
refractory Wast looks round, and one 
glance at the gleaming tusks is suf­ 
ficient, and he steps on to the raft quick 
enough. 
Rajah seldom has to make 
actual use of his weapons. 
For defend­ 
ing itself, in addition to the tusks, the 
elephant kicks, and tremendous ones 
they can giv e, females 
particularly , 
and wild buffaloes, who 
sometimes 
attack them, are emboldened to do so 
by the animal turning round as if to run 
away . 
But this is only a dev ice to get 
the 
assailant 
within reach of the 
ponderous hind leg, a kick from which 
will send him rolling ov er and ov er 
with a broken back. 
Many anecdotes might be told of the 
elephant’s usefulness and sagacity , and 
now' that no one is allowed to shoot the 
wild ones in India it is ex pected that in 
a few' y ears they will become so numer­ 
ous as to be used for all purposes that 
cart-horses are now required for, at least 
in tropical countries. 
Some farmers 
hav e them draw their nativ e plows. But 
as they stand cold almost as w'ell as 
heat, we may y et see them become 
common in England and Australia. 
Thirty y ears ago elephants had to bo 
brought up in ships from Burmah to 
Calcutta. They were not allowed much 
fresh water, which was kept in iron 
tanks arranged down the middle of the 
v essel in front of them. These tanks were 
closed with round lids that screwed in, 
and as they had to be opened night and 
morning to giv e the animals drink, the 
cunning creatures soon found out the 
way of unscrewing them and helping 
themselv es in the night when all was 
quiet. 
Men at last had to be put on as 
sentries ov er the tanks, or the whole 
supply would hav e been drunk up in a 
couple of day s. Another thing they did 
was when they receiv ed their allowance 
of sugar-cane 
in the morning they 
would immediately lie down upon it 
and try to steal from their neighbors. 
If any delay took place in serv ing out 
their food they would trumpet and bang 
their trunks against the water-tanks, 
creating such a disturbance that it 
made the people on passing 
ships 
wonder w hat the v essel had on board. — 
Cha tterb o x .

A. T. Stewart, the great dry goods 
merchant, Was perhaps in his time one 
of the most positiv e and self-reliant 
characters 
that 
ev er 
liv ed. 
He 
thoroughly understood his business, as 
all good business men do, and at the 
same time he understood tlie v alue of 
positiv e, self-reliant characters as his 
assistants. 
J ames Armstrong, the dry 
goods merchant, was at one time one of 
these. 
He began with Stewart as the 
head of the largest departments in his 
immense business, with al>out $3,000,- 
000 worth of goods under his absolute 
control. 
He had scarcely been in his 
new position ten day s before Mr. Stew­ 
art one day said to him, in the positiv e 
w ay of a man who knows what he wants 
and is accustomed to hav e tilings done 
as he w ants them : 
“ I want y ou to go 
to Europe by the nex t steamer and 
bring more goods.” 
Mr. Armstrong, 
who, by the way , is a tolerably positiv e 
character 
himself, 
replied 
that he 
couldn’t do it. H e wasn’t ready . 
Mr. 
Stewart inquired why , and Mr. Arm­ 
strong reminded him that there was 
already under his charge the largest 
stock of dry goods in the country , and 
he had not y et found out what it con­ 
tained or what it lacked. 
Without say ­ 
ing whether or not this ex planation 
was satisfactory Mr. Stewart walked 
away . 
Tw'o or three weeks later Mr. 
Arm­ 
strong w’ent up to Mr. Stewart’s office 
and told him he was ready to sail, if he 
was still of the opinion that he should 
g o . 
“ Do y ou know what y ou want to buy 
now ? ” inquired Mr. Stewart. 
“ I do,” said Mr. Armstrong. 
“ Very well, then. 
Come in to-mor­ 
row and let us talk it ov er. ” 
The nex t day Mr. Armstrong came 
up with his list of the goods he intended 
to buy . 
Mr. Stewart looked it ov er. 
“ I see here,” said he, “ that y ou in­ 
tend to order 100 cases of this kind of 
sheeting. 
Do y ou think we shall find 
sale for so much? ” 
“ I certainly do,” said Mr. Armstrong. 
“ And I see also that y ou think that 
we want only tw o eases of the same 
kind of goods of another width. 
How 
is that? ” 
* 
“ The reason is,” said Mr. Armstrong, 
“ that I am ashamed to order one. Your 
last order was fiv e cases and some of it 
is still in stock. 
It is used only in fitting 
out ships, and under our beneficent law s 
ships get nothing in American ports 
that they can wait for till they get else­ 
where. 
Two cases will, 
therefore» , 
probably last us a long time.” 
So they went on through the list. 
When they had finished Mr. 
Stewrart 
inquired if he knew how much the bill 
would probably be. 
Mr. Armstrong 
replied that it w ould be about £ 8 0,000. 
“ Isn’t that a good deal of money ? ” 
asked the dry goods prince. 
“ Yes,” said Mr. Armstrong, “ for me 
it would be. 
It would probably ex ­ 
haust my bank balance, and perhaps 
leav e me in debt a dollar or tw o, but- 
for y our business the case is different. ’r 
Mr. Stewart admitted the likelihood of 
this, and employ er and clerk parted. 
The nex t day Mr. Armstrong was noti­ 
fied that he w as to sail as soon as pos­ 
sible, and that the London bankers of 
A. T. Stewart & Co. had been notified 
to place £ 8 0,000 to his credit for the 
purchase of goods for the firm, and 
£ 5 0,000 in case he should deem it de­ 
sirable to use it. 
On this or a subsequent trip Mr. 
Armstrong found one mill-owner who 
had a large stock of v arious • lines of 
manufactures which he was anx ious to 
sell. 
He w’as so anx ious, indeed, that 
he followed Mr. Armstrong about from 
city to city , and finally made an offer of 
his" entire stock at a figure w hich Mr. 
Armstrong accepted. 
He had scarcely 
closed the bargain, howev er, until he 
became frightened at wrhat he had done, 
and after his return watched the result 
with some anx iety . 
Stewart said noth­ 
ing as to whether he was pleased or 
displeased with the transaction until 
Mr. Armstrong was ready to start for 
Europe again. 
J ust as he was about to 
leav e Mr. Stewart said to him : 
“ While 
y ou are gone look around and see if jou 
can’t find another man who „ wants to 
sell all ho has got ."—Chica g o Ma il.

W a sh in g to n C itt, May 29 .— McAdoo, of 
Naw Jersay , came to the rescue of the man 
who boards, Friday in the bouaa, while 
that body was considering the.oleomargarine 
bilL 
Ha though that the bouse should, if 
it adopted this bill, look into the subject of 
sausages and the subsidiary subject of hash. 
My riads of free Americans in a million of 
boarding houses were swollen daily with 
hash,^the component parte of which no man 
knew. 
Let the house place a tax of 7 5 cents 
on every dish and require every boarding 
house keeper to file a statement of the in­ 
gredients of his hash. 
He sincerely hoped 
that the bill, which had the sole merit of 
try ing to prevent the imposition of a 
spurious artiole upou innocent purchasers, 
would not pasa 
Butterworth of Ohio warned gentlemen 
on bis side of the House that if the time had 
come in this country when congress was 
willing to wipe out one industry which 
could survive, which could grow, which 
could flourish, simply because it was the 
competitor of another domestic industry , 
the spectre of free trade would stalk through 
every town and village of the country with­ 
in iive y ears and it ought to. [Applause on 
the Democratic side.] If the people desired 
to buy oleomargarine on it* merits and 
citizens of the United ¡States desired to 
manufacture it, he denied the right of con­ 
gress to wipe it out because some other in­ 
dustry found it in the field of competition. 
[Applause] 
Findlay said that a few day s since ho had 
offered in comparative good faith an amend­ 
ment, the object of which had been to pro­ 
hibit the exportation of oleomargarine to 
any point inhabited by Parsees or fire-wor­ 
shippers. 
That sect had a peculiar form of 
buriaL 
It was the custom for the priests 
to grease the faco of the dead man aud then 
call in a dog. 
If the dog licked the face it 
was a sure sign that the man had gone to 
heaven, but if be did not it was an infallible 
sign that the man had gone to the other 
place. 
Suppose that by mistake this man 
should happen to be greased with oleomar­ 
garine; there was not a dog in all creation 
that would lick him. 
[Laughter.] But, in 
all seriousness, he was opposed to the bill, 
chiefly because be believed that the most 
iniquitous sy stem of taxation ever devised 
or within the inventive power of man was 
the internal revenue sy stem. 
Evarhard of Pennsy lvania, asserted the 
constitutionality of the measure, and the 
inveighed against the manufacture of oleo­ 
margarine which threatened with destruc­ 
tion the time-honored business of butter- 
making. 
This oleomargarine, he said, was 
composed of the slag of the butcher-shop, 
the kitchen and the alley neutralized, com­ 
pounded and prepared so as to resemblo the 
taste, the form and the color of butter.

bill was just the same as if senators had all 
been employ ed by the railroad company to 
“bedevil” the bill and to do nothing at all 
in the matter to which it related—by the 
submission of propositions that raised open 
and disturbing questions—questions which 
^he experience of senators led them to be­ 
lieve were not likely to be decided. 
He 
wanted the ¡people of Washington and 
Oregon and tho United States to take no­ 
tice of to-day ’s proceedings and see whether 
it was not fairly to be supposed that a rail­ 
road company had somehow or other hood­ 
winked and misled the minds of senators so 
as to add things that should prevent any 
action whatever on points as to which all 
were agreed. 
Van Wy ck did not think the senator from 
Vermont need be anxious about the people 
making any mistake about senators being 
“all employ ed by a railroad company .” 
Edmunds said the people did not gener­ 
ally make mistakes as to senators—at least 
not more than once in six y ears. 
Van Wy ck thought the people could prob­ 
ably draw a distinction between those who 
were and those who were not employ ed by 
railroad companies. 
He did not think the 
ward “ bedeviling” should be employ ed to 
characterize an attempt to widen the pro­ 
vision of tho Northern Pacific forfeiture 
bill so as to cover the lat>ds that ought to 
be forfeited. 
It was evident from tho way 
the hill had been reported from committee 
that it was intended to give an advantage 
to the railroad company . 
Mitchell maintained that whatever Van 
Wy ck’s mgtion might bo the result of his 
action woiSd oe that tho company would 
retain some three or four millions acres of 
lands os to which there was no controversy 
about the right to forfeit—and he would 
thus be play ing into the bauds of the com­ 
pany .

Several 
copies of his newspaper were filed in support 
of the application for his removal, editorial 
articles tending to illustrate the offensive 
partisanship of the editor whose removal 
from office was requested and is now pro­ 
posed were indicated by pen and pencil lines 
drawn around them. 
In the issue of .the 
newspaper of June 17, 1885, the conmiittee 


find an article indicated as stated end bare 
c o p y it at length viz;—Democrats are not 
offensive parti ans as the following incident 
will prove;

The president also returned to the house 
without his approval bills entitled: “An aot 
for the relief of Eleanor C. Bangham.” 
This bill is vetoed on the ground that the 
disease which indirectly caused the death 
of the claimants husband, was not con- 
tracteJ in the service. 
A bill granting a 
pension to Simmons W. Harden. 
The 
president declines to approve this bill be­ 
cause the claim in his opinion was justly 
overruled by the pension bureau, and bills 
granting pensions to Mrs. Annie C. Owen 
and J. D. Haworth were returned to tho 
senate without approval on the ground of 
insuificient evidence to warrant the pay ­ 
ment of pensions.

In th } morning session of the assembly 
the law committee proposed that six mem­ 
bers should be added to the ex ecutive board 
to be selected by the assembly by ballot 
an d to serve until the annual conven­ 
tion in October nex t when the regular elec­ 
tion occurs. 
The general master workman 
was authorized to revoke all commissions of 
organizers and hereafter greater care will 
be ex ercised in their selection, each candi­ 
date being required to pass an ex amination. 
In the afternoon session a copy of a reso­ 
lution adopted by the woman suffragists, 
assembled in annual convention at Toledo, 
was read. 
The resolution urged the order 
to ex tend to wamen all the rights and priv­ 
ileges of membership, to secure for women 
equal compensation for equal work with 
men, and to give its support to the cause of 
female suffrages 
The resolution was re­ 
ferred to a special committee of three. 
An address was then read from the recent 
convention of trades unions a t Philadelphia 
The address sets forth that the claim of 
some of the Knights of Labor that the offi­ 
cers of the union are not in favor of consol­ 
idation for the reason that they would 
thereby be thrown out of munificent posi­ 
tions is unfounded inasmuch as only nine 
of the thirty-six unions that participated in 
the convention pay their ex ecutive officers 
a salary, and they only receive from # 12 
to $20 per week; that trades unions are not 
antagonistic to the Knights of 
Labor. 
There

organizations and there need be no conflict; 
that the trades unions were formed at a 
time when capitalists were trying to lower 
the standard of skilled labor for the pur­ 
pose of introducing pauper labor and doing 
uway with the apprentice system; that the 
trades unions are not hostile to the Knights 
of Labor, tho ex isting troubles being the 
outcome of a scheme originated by tho capi­ 
talists of the country to destroy both orders. 
The address asserts that the object of the 
formation of trades unions still ex ists, and 
that there is no doubt of the perpetuation 
of the organizations. 
The address closes 
with a rather vague reference to the in­ 
crease of membership of the unions, inas­ 
much os it does not give the length of time 
required for the increase mentioned, after 
which comes a treaty which provides that

Where such assemblies have alltoady 
been formed they shall bo required to dis­ 
band and join mix ed assemblies; no person 
shall be admitted to the order of the Knights 
of Labor who has been convicted of “ scab­ 
bing,” “ ratting,” or embezzlement in tbo 
trades unions, without ex oneration from 
said unions; that no person shall be admitted 
to membership in the Knights of Labor who 
is working for 1 -ss than the union scale of

handed down by the supreme court Thurs 
day in a suit brought by Washington county 
against the estate of Cyrus J efferson, de­ 
ceased, to enforce the payment of $14,000 
tax es on mortgages held by Jefferson in this 
county. 
The property was first assessed in New 
York, Jefferson’s nominal residence, bat hs 
resisted on the ground that the tax should 
be levied where the property was held, the

He won bis case and a t his death 
suit was instituted in the local district 
court against the estate, judgment being 
given in favor of the county.

motion with a speech in denunciation of the 
government’s tactics, during the delivery of 
which there was much ex citement 
Gladstone said the government consid­ 
ered it to be its duty to refrain from asking 
the consideration of the bill in committee 
stage after its second reading, and in a c­ 
cordance with this view would adopt one 
o f the methods which he had described 
Thursday. 
The government was inclined 
to allow the bill to lapse with the present 
session and advise her majesty to summon 
an£ ear)y meeting of parliament to enable it 
to reintroduce the bilL 
This much he could 
say, but was unable at this momont to 
speak more positively. 
Beach said the government, prior to the 
introduction of the bill, bad dwelt upon the 
necessity of restoring social order in Ire­ 
land.

H e began to be rem arkable at a 
v ery early age, hav ing, acco rding to 
traditio ns and histo ry, been bo rn in 
Sco tland, in France, and in G erm any, 
w ith sev eral o u tside precincts to hear 
fro m. 
N o t o nly did he first see the 
ligh t in sev eral places qu ite rem o te 
fro m each o ther, b u t lie was likewise 
bo rn in different years and at different 
seaso ns o f th e year. 
St. P atrick was 
bo rn so frequ ently and pro m iscu o u sly, 
so to speak, th a t it wo u ld no t su rprise 
u s to read in so me religio u s paper th a t 
he was bo rn du ring th e absence o f 
bo th o f his parents. 
St. P atrick was 
no t to blam e fo r this. 
I t is th e lying 
m u se o f histo ry th a t gets things mixed. 
T he histo rians hav e also m anaged to 
m ix u p his su bsequ ent m o v em ents. 
T here can be no do u bt, acco rding to 
the histo rians, th a t he landed in Ire ­

C hristians, and St. P atrick nev er had 
to call o n them tw ice fo r their pew 
rent. 
St. P atrick also 
fo u nd 
the 
island infested w ith co pperheads and 
snakes o f th e dangero u s kind. He co n­ 
v erted them , to o . 
St. P atrick nev er m arried, altho u gh, 
ju dging by the largo nu m ber o f So ns 
o f S t P atrick, it m ight be inferred th at 
he m arried a wido w w ith p. family. 
H e is bu ried all o v er E u ro pe, b u t he 
still liv es in the hearts o f th e Irish peo ­ 
ple, to who m his m em o ry is ev er dear.

“Once a man 
1R® of a circus 
b and,” said the leader, “and accustomed to 
its b ard work, b e liket it, and very few care 
to leave it again for the casual and chance 
engagements of unattached musicians. Even 
If they were so fortunate as to get places 
in regular theatre orchestras they would 
have their dull season each year, and, when 
at work under union rates, would only get 
*2,50a performance, out of which they would 
have to pay their personal ex penses, so that 
they would b e no b etter off than in a cir­ 
cus. 
Then, there is no small attraction in 
the travel, ex citement, open-air life and va­ 
riety of a circus 
Some of our circus b and 
men go on playing until they are quite 
eld. 
“It is the duty of the leader to seltcfc and 
arrange the music for his b and in a circus 
just the same as any other b and, b ut the cir­ 
cus leader has much the hardest work to uo. 
In the first place b e must have such on im­ 
mense quantity of musi-% as you will read­ 
ily conceive. 
But, still more difficult for 
him, if he does not thoroughly understand 
the circus b usiness, is the selection of the 
particular aits that will fit to the various 
performances in the ring. 
That would not 
b e so b ard to do if there was only one ring 
and one performance in it at a time, b ut 
ft hen you have from three to five various 
performances going on simultaneously you 
ion t find it so easy to pick out music that 
« rill trump in or follow suit with them nlL 
TIME AND MUSIC TO SUIT. 
“If there are two or three riding act* 
simultaneously, it will b e comparatively 
easy to fit them, b ut when you nave things 
going 
on 
upon the 
ground and 
in 
the 
air at once, you must b e 
very 
careful 
or 
you 
will 
throw 
your 
fiMaes or your people out 
Then you have 
ftoknow which one of the lot is most impor- 
L to which you will have to play, mak- 
fag the others secondary, b ut serving them 
la well as possib le at the samo time, 
For 
instance, when the stars are doing their 
really wonderful tripple trapeze act, though 
there are three other acts going at the same 
time, I have to play for the stars and must 
control the time and force of the music to 
iuit the» n. 
When he sounds his b ell the 
hand has to play pianissimo, for that is the 
signal that he is ab out to speak a word of 
direction or warning to the girls, and his 
voice must b e heard. 
And when one of 
their astounding feats has b een performed, 
the b and maid b reak out with a fortissimo 
crash, b lending with the roar of applause 
from the audience. 
No matter where the 
writer of the music may have put his di­ 
minuendos or crescendos, I have to play it 
that way, whether the piece b ecomes un­ 
recognizab le or not, whether it may suit the 
other performers or not, and whether people 
say 'how b adly the b and plays that air’ or 
not, for it may b e a question of limb , if not 
of life, to have it done in just that way. 
“One thing that gives necessarily a cer­ 
tain sameness to much circus music is the 
compulsory emphasis of notes in regular re­ 
current order, not demanded at all for mu­ 
sical ex pression, b ut very requisite for 
marking the time for the horses in a manege 
act, or some other riding. 
If you do not 
thus sharply accent the time, the b est 
trained horse is liab le to b e aU b roken up 
and make a failure of his performance. 
When 1 was with Hengler I many a time 
had to go with my violin to the ring at 0 
o’clock in the morning to play b y the hour 
near a horse that was undergoing training, 
so as to familiarize the animal with the air 
to which he'Would b e required to perform 
in the ring. * Hengler would have a horse in 
training, in that way, as much as three 
months steadily b efore trusting him in the 
ring, and he was very careful never to al­ 
low the time to b e made slower or more 
rapid, to suit the horse, b ut kept regular, 
until the b east fell naturally into the step 
to it 
PLAYING THE “ 8AMJS OLD T U N t" 
“Here there is no such careful training, 
and we have to adapt the time to the horses, 
to a certain degree, b ut still the marked ac­ 
cent must b e kept, and that is enough to 
make a very strong family resemb lance b e­ 
tween times; enough to make many people 
say ‘same old tune.’ The elephants and the 
trained stallions require to have always tho 
same music, or if not ex actly the same, then 
so very near to it that the animals can not 
recognize any differenoo. Of course we do 
work in some changes on them, b ut not ab ­ 
rupt ones, for the American pub lic will not 
stand the same thing all the time, no matter 
what the preferences of the animals may b e. 
When 1 was in England, seven years ago, 
Hengler’* b and was playing the same mu­ 
sic for manege and trick acts that they had 
played for seven years b efore, and I have 
no doub t they are playing the same pieces 
now. 
That would b e likely to b reed a riot 
in this country, I think. 
Many trapeze and other specialty per­ 
formances have music of their own, and 
when we can accommodate them b y playing 
it we always do sa 
Generally, however, 
their music is arranged for string b ands to 
b e used in theatres and variety shows and 
we could not play it without rearrange­ 
ment, which would b e too much troub le 
60 
long as we can supply other music quite as 
good. 
The lady who does a fine trapeze act 
and the long slide on the inclined wire, has 
some b eautiful Spanish music, and as it suits 
very well for the triple trapeze act, which is 
on at the same time, we play It Now and 
then we work in a new piece on her, and she 
is very good-natured ab out it, always say­ 
ing, 'all right;’ b ut after two or three days 
she is sure to come and say, ‘Please, Mr. 
Rob inson, let me have my own music again.’ 
She can work b etter with the music to which 
Bb e is accustomed. 
The trapeze performers 
also have their own music for their special 
work. 
Mme. Dockrill was very particular 
ab out her music, and used always to sing 
with the b and, b ut of course in a tone that 
the audience could not hear, when riding in 
the ring. 
She no doub t got into the hab it 
while training her horses in winter, accus­ 
toming them to the measure of music for 
their movements, 
J im Robinson, the great 
b areb ack rider, had a certain set of quad­ 
rilles that b e alway s insisted upon baring 
play ed for him, and be would not ride to 
any thing else. 
Fish, on the other hand, 
though he b ad quite a fondness for music 
gad used to prat ticf qp jthfi violin in b is 


dressing room a good ueal, did not seem to 
care at all what was played for him in the 
ring. 
Stickney and Melville were very par­ 
ticular to have each season new sets of quad­ 
rilles and other melodies for their acta — 
New York Sun. 


T h e P er fo r m an ce o f P u b lic D uty . 
I never favored anything that would 
tend to make women coarse, opinionated,
